IVill tho public never nnderstanil th.it 
only guarantee they can have that tluiy r| 
ho lionestly and skilfully treated, is the t 
that the ]icrsim to whom they ap[dy for 
vice is a legally-i|iiaHtlcd medical man, 
liiis devoted his time to the branch of pwei 
for which the jiatient is seeking 
Secondly, that lii.s long residence in the pl.i 
and Ills position, is at least a guarantee of 
ostiimition in which ho is held by liis fell 
citizens.
